__ ‘Last year, the Alabama State 
Legislature “passed Act’ 2000- 
108 (Omnibus #Salary 

- Legislation) dealing with salary 
increases. It affects the pay rates 
of county commissioners. sher- 
iffs, probate judges and revenue 
commissioners throughout the 
State. 

The legislation was passed 


and signed by the governor; ‘ 


however, Coffee County is one 


of several counties (10) that has” 


fo «adopt it individually. 
According to the bill, revenue to 
fund the increases will:be gener- 
ated by minor increases in pro- 
bate fees. 

The, pay bill affects the 
Salaries of the sheriff, probate 
judge, revenue commissioner, 
and commissioners. It sets the 
minimum compensation (annu- 
al) for the sheriff at $50,000; 
probate judge at $64,425; com- 
missioner at $17,082; commis- 
sion chairman at $21,762: and 
allows an annual increase in 


salary forthe revenue. commis: - 


sioner any amount not to exceed 
$10,000. 

The bill was first presented to 
the commission for considera- 
tion in April 2000; however, the 
matter was tabled. Probate 
Judge William O. Gammill was 
asked to appear beforé the com- 
missioners at the next meeting 
and explain to them what the 
cost ta the taxpayers would be, 

Judge Gammill appeared 
before the commission on 
Monday, April 24, 2000 and told 
them, “I see nothing unreason- 
able in the fee increases.” He 
added sthat he felt the proposed 
increases would fund the salary 
increases outlined in the “pay- 

raise bill.” After ‘listening to 
Gammill, the commission took 
no action on the pay-raise bill.

Coffee County receives $860,000 
in Industrial Access Grants 


Senator Jimmy Holley (D 
Elba) and Representative Terry 
Spicer (D - Elba) announce last 
Thursday that two Coffee 
County roads will be overhauled 
thanks to grants. totaling 
$860,000 issued byw the 
Industrial Access Bond 
Authority, 

The second segment © of 
County Road 636, and County 
Road 109 (James Snell Road) 
will be widened and resurfaced 
to accommodate the increased 
automobile and truck traffic 
related to the businesses in those 
areas. - - 

“These grants are latgeted as 
‘Industrial improvement funds to 
‘upgrade access routes for com- 
panies and their employees,” 
explains Representative Spicer. 
“Widening these roadways will 
make the routes less congested 
and much safer for local drivers, 
as well as provide a better 
entrance road to one of the lead- 
ing employers in Coffee 
County,” 


in addition to the $1 million 
received last year, to complete 
the widening and resurfacing of 
the roadway. The road is the pri- 
mary access to ConAgra 
Boilers, Inc. 

“More than 1000 employees 
and 240 truck loads travel that 
road everyday from both 
Edferprise and the Opp - 
Andalusia areas,” describes 
James Ponce de Leon, Human 
Resource Director of ConAgra, 
“The increased safety for our 
employees and the public in 
general is tremendous. We are 
very grateful to Representative 
Spicer and Senator Holley for 
their help,” 

The County Road 109 project 
will receive $200,000, It is prin- 
cipal routefor accessing several 
chicken houses in the area. 

“Governor Don Siegelman 
was instrumental in securing 
this funding for our county,” 
States Senator Holley; “We 


appreciate his support of our” 
efforts in trying to improve the 
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Tindell recommended that the 
commission chairman be given 
. the authority to enter- into an 
agreement with the state depart: 
ment of transportation in obtains 
ing funds -$580,000 - to be used 
in improving pedestrian’ walk- 
ways in the areas of schools, 
hospital, ete:,-aimed at making

Getting out of the valley 


"J teadpa story recently. about a pastor in West Virginia. The little 
town he lived in was situated in @ long, ‘narrow valley - a pretty dark 

valley. The sun didn’t tise high enough to shine on that town until 
mid-morning so it was dark for quite a while each day. This pastor 
said the town itself was kind of a dingy, dirty place. It was the kind 
of place where you often battle “feeling down.” This young pastor 
loved to go up on the mountain. that overlooked the valley, and from 
up there. he said the View was beautiful. He said even the town 
looked good from. up'there! 

When you can get above the valley, that panoramic view makes 
e -verything look different, If you're spending some time in your own 

valley right now. that: may be something you heed to remember. 
There’s'a simple six-letter word that represents that view’ from the 
mountam that changes. how everything looks 

The word I'm thinking of is found in the Word of God in Psalm 
chapter 8 beginning in Verse 1: “O Loyd, our Lord, how majestic is 
Your name in all the earth. You have set Your. glory.aboye the heav- 
ens. Erom the lips of children and infants you have ordained praise 
, hecalse of your enemies, to silence the foe and the avenger. When 
I consider Your he avens, the work of Your fingers, the moon and the 
“stars. which You have set in place. what is man that you are mind- 
ful of him? 

Did you catch the word that changes the view? The word is praise 
Praise 1s focusing on the size of your God instead of the size of your 
problems. It is One way of reminding yourself of the great things 
God is to you and the great things He has done for you. Praise-is cel- 
ebrating Who ‘is really in charge of the circumstances of our lives 
Praise actually has the power to “silence. the foe and the avenger.” 
If that refers:to’Satan, you need to know. that Satan can’t stand to be 
around you when you are praising your Lord. “s 

Praise takes away the negative attitudes and the discouragement 
that the devil Joves ‘to work with. Discouragement-and depression 
can be “foes” and “avengers” in our lives. The. darkness of the val- 
ley often Catises us to succumb to our dark side. to. emotional paral- 
ysis. or to giving up. until we make the choice to climb up the moun- 
tain that takes us above all that'- Praise Mountain, You may not feel 
like praising God. you probably.don’t-;shat’s when. you need to 
praise God the most. Praise is a conscious choice to begin focusing 
on Him rather than on- your circumstances. . 5 

Start celebrating the many ways God has worked over the months 
“and years. Look at the progress you've made - at how far you've 

come, not just how far you still have to go. Thank God ‘for the things 
that didn’t happen that could have happened. Praise Him for places 
you can see-Him working in-just thé fast 24 Hours i spit® OF your 
difficulties. Start talking up the qualities you Jove about. the Lord, 
the qualities that you'ré counting on to get you through right-now. 

When you re in the valley. and you're looking only at what's right 
in front Of you. you're going’ to just get overwhelmed and discour- 
aged but as you start to look at your valley from the mountain of 
praising God. everything will look different. You can have that awe- 
some view anytime. you choose to get out of the valley.

} Plant mast producing 
trees to increase | 


About the only thing good about deer season coming to an end is 


the anticipation of deer seasons to come. To insure good hunting in. 


the future, now is the time to plant mast producing trees on your 
farm or hunting lease. 

According to Wayne’ Bassett of the Tuskegee based Wildlife 
Group, producers of sawtooth oaks and other wildlife foods, time is 
drawing short to get those nut producing trees in the ground. Basset 
recommends the regular sawtooh oak for deer and the “Gobbler” 
variety of the sawtooth for deer and turkey. The Gobbler produces 
a smaller nut preferred by turkeys but is readily eaten by deer. 

The sawtooth oak is. a native to Asia that is widely adapted to 
Alabama soils. They grow fast and produce acorns in the fifth or 
sixth’ growing season. Sawtooth acorns are large, similar to native 
white oaks and fall in September and October. Sawtooths are pro- 
lific producers, usually producing nuts every year with large yields. 
Seven to ten year old trees can produce hundreds of pounds of 
acorms per tree. 

Eddie Stinson, one of the sawtooth oak specialist at The Wildlife 


group, cautions that to get a good producing tree it must be managed ~ 


right in the first few years. Stinson says proper planting and prun- 
ing are the secrets to getting a tree-off to a good start. He says they 
should be planted in a properly prepared hole where they can get full 
sunlight. 

* Stinson. says proper pruning is also importants -“You need to 
prune the lower two:thirds of the limbs off for the first few years: 
Also if the tree forks, you want to keep the larger or dominant limb 
in the fork and prune the smaller one off. This will keep the tree 
growing tall and prevent it from becoming a dwarf,” said Stinson. 

Basset also recommends planting Chinese chestnuts for deer. 
With a twinkle in his eye Basset says,” I can’t swear it’s so, but 1 
have customers who say a deer can hear a Chinese chestnut fall 300 
yards away and take off to get it.’ 
nuts will start producing in about the same time as sawtooths and 
will yield equivalent poundage of nuts each year. 

Basset recommends the use of tree protectors when planting trees 
for wildlife. ‘Tree protectors are plastic, transparent grow tubes that 
protect young trees from wildlife damage such as antler rubbing. 
They also provide a mini greenhouse affect for each tree and great- 
ly accelerate growth, 

County Extension Services offer publications covering plant 
selection, planting, pruning, and spacing of wildlife enhancing 
plants. Contact Wayne Bassett at The Wildlife Group (1-800-221- 
9703) to purchase quality sawtooth oak, Chinese chestnuts, 
Japanese honeysuckle and many, other wildlife food sources, 

With the end of the planting season drawing near, now’s the time 
to get those trees in the ground. In a few years, you and the deer 
will be rewarded.

The earthquake that rocked 
the northwest last week was also 
felt in Vancouver and other parts 
of British Columbia and in 
southern Oregon more than 300. 
miles away. Its rippling affects 
even reached Elba in that it 
caused several anxious hours for 
those having relatives living in 
the State of Washington: 

The 6;8 magnitude quake hit 
last ‘Wednesday, Feb. 28, at‘ 
10:54-a.m. and was centered 35 
miles southwest of Seattle.
